AN ACT to confer additional powers upon the Home collegiate 
institute, at Whitewater, Wisconsin. 

The People of the State of Wiscominj represented in Senate 
and Assembly^ do enact as follows :

Section 1. That Simeon E. Cobb, Sheldon C. Hall, 
William DeWolf,D. S. Cook, P, H. Brady, J. L. Pratt, 
George Dann, Edson Kellogg and N. M. Littlejohn. 
their associates and successors, be and are hereby cre- 
ated a body corporate and politic, with perpetual suc- 
ratepo^wers'^'^^^' cession, under the name and style of the Home collegiate 
institute, and shall have power to sue and be sued, 
contract and be contracted with, plead and be implead- 
ed, in all courts of law and equity ; to acquire, hold 
and convey property, real and personal, to have and 
use a common seal, and to make and alter the same at 
pleasure ; to make and alter from time to time, such 
rules and by-laws as may be lawful and proper for the 
transaction of business and good government of the 
institution, its officers, servants, pupils and employees, 
and to do all other lawful and necessary acts in further- 
ance of the object of said corporation ; the object of said 
corporation being, and the same is hereby declared to 
be, the establishment and maintenance of a military 
and agricultural boarding college, founded upon a joint 
stock basis, and located within the corporate limits of 
Whitewater. 
Board of trustees SECTION 2. The pcrsous named in the first section 
of this act, and their successors in office, shall consti- 
tute a board of trustees, and shall have and exercise 
all powers and duties belonging to the corporation not 
hereinafter conferred upon the stockholders. 

Section 3, The board may establish and maintain 
in said institution, a department of science, literature 
and art ; a department for instruction in the theory and 
practice of elementary instruction ; a preparatory de- 
partment ; an orphans' primary department ; also, an 
agricultural and a military department. 

Section 4. Said corporation may, in addition to a 
site of twenty acres, purchase, hold, rent, lease or con- 
vey any amount of land not exceeding one hundred 
and sixty acres, which may be needed b^ said institu- 
tion for agricultural purposes.

The military department shall be far- chaptbbbo^ 
nished with arms and equipments by the state, at the Military depart-

shall hold their office until the last«Saturday in Decern- «'^**^°^- 
ber, 1861, one-third until the last Saturday in Decem- 
ber, 1862, and one-third until the last Saturday in De- 
cember 1863, and it shall be the duty of said board to 
arrange themselves into classes as above designated, 
by lot or otherwise ; all trustees to perform the duties 
of their several offices until their successors shall have^ 
been duly chosen and qualified. 

Section 9. A meeting of the stockholders shall be ^nnu'i moetiDg» 
annually held in the town of Whitewater, Walworth 
county, Wisconsin, on the last Saturday of December, 
at such place as the board of trustees may designate, 
and the board shall give ten day's notice of such time 
and place, for the transaction of business and for the 
election of three trustees ; said trustees to hold their

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. their successors shall have been duly chosen, and until 
the same shall have qualified. 

Section 10. As soon as practicable after each an- 
nual election of trustees, the highest remaining ofiScer 
of the board shall call a meeting of trustees, and they 
proceed to elect from their number a president, vice 
president, secretary, treasurer, auditor and advocate, 
who shall hold their respective offices for the term of 
one year, performing all the duties and complying with 
all the rules enjoined upon such officers by the by-laws 
of the corporation, until their successors shall have 
been appointed and duly qualified. 

Section 11. The trustees shall have power to fill

the construction of said road, the company may locate 
the route of said road not to exceed six rods in width, 
and they may also cut down such trees on each side of 
said road as may endanger said road by falling, or 
. otherwise. '' 

Section 10. When the corporation shall not agree ^rmtoJdby** 
with the owner or owners of any land, gravel, stone or jary, if parties 
other material required for the construction of said **°"^ **'^' 
road for the purpose thereof, or for the compensation 
to be paid therefor, or when by reason of the absence 
or legal incapacity of the owner or owners, no such 
agreement or purchase can be made, then, and^n any 
such case, it shall be lawful for any justice of the peace 
to issue a warrant directed to the sheriff or any con- 
stable of said county, not directly interested, requiring 
him to summon a jury of nine freeholders of said 
county, not interested in said property, to meet the 
said justice at some convenient place at or near the • 
property to be valued, on a day in said warrant men- 
tioned, not leas than five nor more than ten days from 
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the date of said warrant; and if, at the time and place 
named, any of the persons so summoned do not attend, 
the said sheriff or constable shall immediately summon as 
many as may be necessary, with the persons in attend- 
ance as jurors, to furnish a panel of nine jurors, and 
from them the said company or the owner or owners of 
said property to be valued, by their agent or attorney, 
or either of them, and if they are not present in per- 
son or by attorney, the sheriff or constable shall, for 
him, her or them, strike off each two of said jurors, 
and the remaining five shall act as a jury of inquest of 
damages. Before they act as such, the said justice of 
the peace shall administer to each of them an oath or 
affirmation that they will faithfully and impartially 
value the land and material required for such road, and 
all damages which the owner or owners shall sustain 
by reason of the construction of said road, according 
to the best of their skill and judgment ; whereupon 
the said justice and jurors shall proceed to view the 
said land or material so required, and to hear the evi- 
dence of the respective parties, which the safd justice 
shall reduce to writing, which shall be signed by the 
said justice ; and the verdict of the jurors th^eon shall 
be signed by the jurors, or a majority of them, and by 
the justice of the peace ; and the said justice of the 
peace shall, within five days thereafter, transmit the 
same to the clerk of the district .[circuit] court of the pro- 
per county, who shall file the same. Such inquisition 
shall describe the property taken or to be taken, or the 
boundaries of the land in question, and the value there- 
of, as aforesaid ; and such valuation, when paid, to- 
gether with the cost of such inquisition, or tendered to 
the owner or owners, or deposition [deposited] with the 
said court, shall entitle the said company to the estate and 
interest in the same thus valued, as if it had been con- 
veyed by the owner or owners thereof, so long as the land 
thus vJilued and taken shall be used for the track of said 
plankroad : provided, that it shall not be lawful for 
any justice or jury of inquest to proceed in the valua- 
tion of any such property or material in the absence 
of the owner or owners thereof, or of his, her or their 
legal representatives, unless it be made to appear by 
affidavit that such owner or owners have had at least 
five days' notice of the time and place of meeting for 
the purpose of making such valuation, or unless it 
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shall in like manner be shown that such owner or ch^p^R ^s- 
owners are under age or non compos mentis. Such 
service may be made upon the guardian or trustee, 
under the same restrictions as in case of owners ; or, 
if there be no guardian or trustee, the same shall be 
established by alBSdavit : provided, that no such mate- 
rial shall be taken if the jury shall decide that the 
same is essential to the owner or owners thereof. 

SECTioif 11. The directors shall have power, in JJjj^erBofdirect- 
their discretion; to construct said plankroad along and 
upon any road or highway now or hereafter to be laid 
out, opened and established by the proper authorities, 
and of such width and in such manner as the directors 
shall determine : provided, that such authority shall 
first proceed from the supervisors of the town in which 
such public highway may be situated ; and they may 
erect toll gates and exact toll from persons traveling 
on their road whenever three consecutives miles are 
finished or when the whole road is completed, not exceed- 
ing three cents per mile for every vehicle, sled, sleigh or 
carriage drawn by two animals, and if drawn by more 
than two animals, one cent per mile for every addi- 
tional animal ; for every sled, sleigh or carriage drawn 
by one animal, two cents per mile ; and for every horse 
and rider or led animal, one cent per mile; for 
every score of sheep and swine, one cent per mile, and 
for every score of neat cattle, four cents per mile : pro- Proviso. 
vided, that persons going to and from military parade, 
which they are required by law to attend, and persons 
going to and returning from funerals, shall be exempt 
from tolls. The toll gatherer at each gate erected on 
said road in pursuance of this act, may detain and 
prevent from passing such gate, any animal or carriage 
subject to toll until the toll thereon is paid.

any stockholder m said company, m lieu of money tor nty in payment 
the stock subscribed by him, real or personal property, ^^ '^^^ ' 
to be approved by said board of directors, and upon 
the acceptance of such security from said stockholders, 
or any of them, the subscription of such stockholder 
shall be considered as paid, and certificates of stock 
shall be issued to said stockholders in the same manner 
as if they had paid in the full amount of their sub- 
scription in money ; and it shall be competent for the 
said stockholders paying their subscription to said 
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CHAPTKB75. stock in secuiities as aforesaid, to contract and to pay 
to aaid company interest at the rate of twelve per 
centum, for a period not exceeding ten years, and to 
execute to said company, by its corporate name, Donds, 
mortgages or notes of such stock, which shall be avail- 
able for the use and benefit of said company, and for 
all subsequent holders thereof, and transferable by 
them in the same manner as if the same were made 
payable to individuals or to their order or assignee. 

Section 13. If any person shall willfully or know- 
ingly obstruct, break or destroy the said road to be 
constructed by said company, or any part thereof, or 
any work, buildings or fixtures attached to or in use 
upon the same, belonging to said company, such per- 
son or persons so ofi'ending shall, each of them, for 
every such ofi'ense, be liable to a civil action for the 
recovery of damages by said company, by action in 
any court having competent jurisdiction in the county 
wherein the offense shall have been committed, and 
shall ako be subject to indictment, and upon conviction, 
shall be punished by fine and imprisonment, or either, 
at the discretion of the court. 

Section 14. Any person who shall willfully throw 
down any gate on such road which may have been erected 
in pursuance of this act, or do any damage to. said 
road, or forcibly or fraudulently pass such gate without 
having paid the legal toll, or to avoid the payment of 
the legal toll, shall, with his team, carriage or animal, 
turn out of said road or pass any gate ther^eon or 
ground adjacent thereto, and again return on said 
road, shall, for each offense, forfeit a sum not exceed- 
ing ten dollars to and for the use of said company, 
and also for all damages done to the profits of said 
company in action at law. 

Section 15. The directors of said company, at any 
annual or special meeting of the stockholders, with 
the consent of a majority in amount of said stock- 
holders, may provide for such increase of the capital 
stock of said company as may be necessary to complete 
said road.

CHAPTER 76. 

AN ACT to authorize the Lumberman's bank and the Bank of 
Moneka, to remove their places of doing business from Viroqua 
to Hustisford. 

The People of tlie State of Wisconsin y represented in Senate 
and Assembly^ do enac t, as follows : 

Section 1. The Lumberman's bank and -Bank of May remove to 
Moneka are hereby authorized to remove their place ^^"•**"**'*- 
of business from Viroqua, in the county of Bad Ax, to 
the village of Hustisford, in the county of Dodge, 
upon filing with the bank comptroller a certificate from 
the secretary of state that said banks have complied 
with the requirements of subdivision thirteen (13) of 
an act to amend chapter four hundred and seventy- 
nine (479^ of the general laws of Wisconsin for the 
year 1852, entitled "an act to authorize the business 
of banking in the state of Wisconsin," approved May 
15, 1858, and setting forth in said certificate the place 
to which said banks are to be removed : provided^ that t'roviso. 
the holder or holders of any outstanding circulating 
notes of said banks may have such notes presented 
and the payment thereof demanded, and may cause 
such notes to be protested for non-payment at Hustis- 
ford, in the same manner and with like efi'ect as if the 
same had been so presented, demanded and protested 
at Viroqua. 

Section 2. It shall not be lawful for the bank n»«»ueofnot«. 
comptroller to issue to the said banks any circulating 
notes until their plates be so altered as to read " Hus- 
tisford'' instead of Viroqua, as they now read. 
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Section 3. Before this act shall take eifeet, the 
Certificate to be said banks shall cause a certified copy of its original 
certificate of incorporation, certified by the register of 
deeds of Bad Ax county, to be recorded in the office 
of the register of deeds in the county of Dodge, and 
file a copy of the same, certified by the register of 
deeds of Dodge county, in the office of the bank comp- 
troller, and also in the office of the state treasurer. 

Section 4. This act shall take eflfect and be in force 
from and after its pasgage and publication.

AN ACT to incorporate the Watertoiru German musical society. 

Tlie Pcopje of the. State of Wisconsin, represented in Semite 
and Assembly^ do enact asfoUotcs: 

Body corporate. Sectiox 1. The members of the Watertown German 
musical society, in the city of Watertown, and all per- 
sons Tvho shall hereafter be associated with them 
as members of said society, are hereby created a body 

Sjr^wer?!''^' corporate, by the name of the " Watertown German 
musical society," for the purpose of promoting the 
cultivation of musical taste among its members, by 
frequent rehearsals and performances, ^t concerts and 
on other suitable occasions, of old and new musical 
compositions, with the power for such purposes to take 
by purchase, devise or otherwise, and to hold, transfer 
and convey real and personal property to the amount 
of ten thousand dollars, and also to take and convey 
all such books, musical instruments and furniture and 
apparatus generally as may be necessary for attaining 
the objects and carrying into efl*ect the purposes of 
said corporation ; and also in their corporate name to 
sue and be sued, appear, prosecute and defend all actions 
and causes to final judgment 9,nd execution, in any court 
of law or equity, and to make by-laws and regulations, 
consistent with the laws of this state, for the govern- 
ment of said corporation, and for the due and orderly 
conduct and regulation of its afiairs, and the manage- 
ment of its property.

Section 2. The control and disposal of the funds, ohaptbrtt, 
property and estate, and the 'general management of Management,

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CHAPTER 57. cRArtuKtr. 

[Published March 8, 1861.] 

AN ACT to amend chapter 140 of the local laws of 1859, entitled 
"an act to incorporate the village of Monroe." 

The People of th^ State of Wisconsin , represented in Senate 
a/ad Atsemhly^ do enact as follows : 

SECTION 1. The trustees of the village of Monroe f°7^"J^®' 
shall not have power to make any appropriation for the 
purchase of a fire engine, hose or hose cart, or any 
thing whatever appertaining therto, nor ^hall they 
have power to lease, purchase or hire any real estate, 
building or tenement for storing any fire engine or im- 
plements, or for the meeting of any fire company, nor 
shall thoy cause any such building to bo erected for 
such purpose, nor shall they appropriate for any such 
purpose, any building now or hereafter owned by, or 
in the possession of the village, except upon the condi- 
tions hereinafter named. 
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Section 2. When the trustees shall deem it advisa- 
ble to take any actioi^ in reference to the matters men- 
tioned in the foregoing section, they may pass an or- 
dinance, submitting to the qualified electors of the 
village, at a regular annual village election, the matters 
mentioned in the first section of this act, and the said 
ordinance shall be passed at a regular meeting of tlie 
board of trustees, held two months before the annual 
election aforesaid, and said ordinance shall be passed 
by a vote of at least four of the trustees, the clerk enter- 
ing upon the record the vote of each trustee. The 
said ordinance, Avhen duly passed, shall be published 
for one month in a newspaper published in the village 
of Monroe, or it shall have no efifect. 

Section 3. If the said ordinance shall pass, the 
matters contained therein maybe submitted to the quali- 
fied voters of the village at the next regular annual 
village election, the ballot to be such as the trustees 
may prescribe, and shall be deposited in. a separate 
ballot-box. If two-thirds of all the voters voting at 
such election, shall vote in favor of the measure, the 
trustees may purchase an engine, or buy a lot for the 
erection of an engine house, and erect a house thereon 
for that purpose, provided they shall deem it advisable: 
provided, {further^ that all ordinances in reference to 
this subject, shall pass by a vote of at least four of the 
trustees, at a regular meeting and at no other. The 
foregoing sections shall not aiBfect or invalidate any- 
thing heretofore done by the trustees, nor be construed 
to prevent the trustees from letting the use of the 
building already constructed, to the company already 
constituted by the authority of the said village trustees, 
on such terms as they may deem proper. 

Section 4. Section 6 of the village charter afore- 
said, is hereby amended by striking out the provisions 
thereof, allowing interest on certificates given by the 
street commissioner hereafter to be issued. 

Section 5. All taxes, special or general, levied by 
the village of Monroe, shall hereafter be certified by 
the village clerk to the town clerk of the town of Mon- 
roe, and shall, by the town clerk, be entered on the 
annual tax roll of the town of Monroe, against the de- 
scription of property on which it shall be assessed, in 
a separate column or columns ; one column, properly 
designated, shall contain the general village tax, and 
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another column shall contain the special taxes, if any, chaptkr es^ 
and the entire village tax shall be collected by the 
town treasurer in the same manner and within the 
same time as other taxes on his roll are required to be 
collected. The town treasurer shall return all taxes 
by him collected for the pmrposes of said village, to the 
village treasurer ; and all village taxes remaining un- 
paid, shall be returned by the town treasurer to the 
county treasurer, at the time prescribed by law for the 
return of other delinquent taxes, and any provisions of 
the charter allowing a separate roll for village taxes, is 
hereby repealed. 

Section 6. The purchase of a cemetery ground, cemetery 
made by the village trustees during the past year, shall *""° "' 
be as good and valid, to all intents and purposes, as 
though the same had been located and purchased in 
the town of Monroe.

AN ACT to incorporate the village of Platteville. 

The People of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate 
and Assembly J do enact as follows :

^^^ ' and the exercise of its corporate powers and the man- 
agement of its fiscal, prudential and municipal con- 
cerns, shall be vested in a president and six trustees, 
and such other officers as are hereinafter provided for. 

offiMri. Section 3. The officers of the said corporation shall 

be one president and six trustees, one clerk, one treas- 
urer and one constable, who shall be ex officio marshal 
of said corporation, one attorney, one surveyor and 
such other officers as the trustees shall ordain. The 

Aanvai eiectioM president and trustees shall be elected by the qualified 
voters of the said corporation, on the second Monday 
of March in each year, and shall hold their respectiye 
offices for one year, and until their successors are 
elected and qualified. The clerk shall give at least ten 
days' notice of the time and place of holding any elec- 
tion, and the president and trustees, or any three of 
them, shall preside at every such election, and any 
vacancy in the office of president shall be filled by a 
special election, and vacancies in the office of trustees 
shall be filled by the president and trustees. All other

Section 7. The treasurer and constable, before they ^""^w/t?^rfTe 
enter upon the duties of their office, shall severally give bonds.

and with such sureties, as said trustees or a majority 
of them shall direct. 

Section 8. The president shall preside at all meet- poTuJj^rtii^l 
ings of the trustees, sign all commissions, licenses and J.««e8» Juriidio- 
permits, which may be granted by the trustees. He *°°* **'* 
shall maintain peace and good order, and see that the 
ordinances of the village are observed and executed. 
A municipal court is hereby created in the said village, 
to be styled ^'the police court," and the person elected 
as president of said village, shall be elected on the same 
ballot as '^ president and police justice,'^ who shall hold 
the said police court, and he shall have power to ad- 
minister oaths and affirmations, and to take and certify 
acknowledgments and proofs of the execution of deeds 
and other instruments of writing relating to re^l estate 
or other matters required by law to be acknowledged 
or recorded, or both. As a judicial officer and court, 
the said police court and justice shall have and possess 
all the authority, jurisdiction, powers and rights of 
justices of the peace and justices' courts in civil and 
criminal proceedings, and shall have concurrent juris- 
diction with justices of the peace and justices' courts of 
this state, residing in the sMd village, of all civil and 
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ca^^TSKei.^ criminal actions and cases for the violation of any prot 
visions of this act, or of any ordinance, by-law, rul^ 
regulation or resolution of the said village.

by-laws, rules, regulations or resolutions of the village. 
Mid forthwith to bring such person before competent 
authority for examination; and for such and other 
similar services, he shall receive like fees as are allowed 
to constables for like services. It shall be the duty of 
ike marshal to see that all peddlers, hawkers and com- 
mon showmen, and all other exhibitors, pay their 
licenses according to law and this act, and the ordi- 
nances of the village ; and in default of payment, to 
prosecute for the same in the corporate name of the 
Tillage, and pay over the same to the treasurer when 
received by him. 

Section 12. The treasurer of said village shall per- 
form such duties and exercise such powers as may be 
lawfully required of him, by the ordinances, rules, reg- 
ulations, resolutions or by-laws of said village, and by 
law. All money raised, received, recovered and col- 
lected by means of any tax, license, fine, forfeiture or 
otherwise under the authority of this act, or which 
belongs to said village, shall be paid to and received 
by him, and shall not be drawn therefrom except by a 
written order, signed by the president and countersigned 
by the clerk, by order of the trustees. Such order 
shall specify the amount of money to be drawn, and 
its objects. He shall keep a just and accurate account 
of all moneys and other things coming into his hands 
w treasurer, in a book to be provided by the trustees 
for that purpose, which shall remain the property of 
the village, wherein he shall note the time when, the 
person from whom, the amount of the several sunis 
received and the source from whence the isaid suma 
arosie, which said book, at all reasonable times, shall be 
open to the inspection of the electors of the village. He 
shall, as often as the trustees require, render to said 
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CHAPTER 63^ tfustees a minute account of his receipts and pay- 
ments, and at the expiration of his term of office, ne 
shall pay over and deliver to his successor all tnoneys, 
books and vouchers in his possession belonging to mi 
village. 

Sl?lS^iTr«. Section 13. It shall be the duty of the clerk to 
keep a record of the doings of the board of trustees, 
especially of the passing of by-laws, ordinances, rules, 
' resolutions and regulations, and also a faithful record 
of all the doings and votes of the inhabitants of said 
village, at their annual and other legal meetings, and 
to keep on file all papers which may be ordered by the 
trustees. The records kept by the clerk shall be evi- 
dence in all legal proceedings, and copies of all papers 
duly filed in his office, and transcripts from the record 
of proceedings of the board of trustees, certified by 
him under the corporate seal, shall be evidence in all 
courts of the contents of the same. He shall keep , 
the corporate seal of the said village. He shall keep | 
a full and accurate account of all orders drawn on the ; 
treasury, in a book provided for that purpose, and 
shall keep all accounts of the corporation with individ- 
uals, and shall also keep an accurate account with the 
treasurer, and charge him with all taxes levied, and 
sums of money paid into the treasury, ani all receipts 
of the payment of money or property to the treasurer 
shall be countersigned by the clerk, before they shall 
be a legal voucher against the village. The clerk shall 
have power to administer oaths. 

Attorney. SECTION 14. The attorney shall perform all profes- 

sional services incident to the office, as prescribed bj 
ordinances or by resolutions of the president and trus- 
tees, or as directed by the president, and when required 
shall furnish written opinions to them. 

S^SS'oTJf. Section 15. The president and trustees shall have 

floen. power, from time to time, to require other and further 

duties to be performed by any officer whose duties are 
herein prescribed, and to appoint such other ofiScers as 
may be necessary to carry into effect the provisions of 
this act, and to prescribe their duties, and to fix the 
compensation of all officers elected or appointed by 1 
them. Such compensation shall he fixed by resolution, 
at the time the office is created, or at the commence- 
ment of the year, and shall not be increased or dimin- 
ished during the term such officer shall remain in office. 
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Section 16. If any person having been an officer ohaptkr63^ 
in said village, shall not within ten days after notifica- penalty, 
tion and request, deliver to his successor in office all 
property, moneys, books, papers and effects of every 
description in his possession, belonging to said village 
or pertaining to the office he may have held, he shall 
forfeit and pay to the use of the village one bundled 
dollars, besides all damages caused by his neglect or 
refusal so to deliver ; and such successor may recover 
the possession of such books, papers and effects in the 
manner prescribed by the laws of this state. 

Section 17. The surveyor shall be a practical sur- 8"^«y«'- 
veyor and engineer, and his duties shall be prescribed 
and directed by the president and trustees, and his 
fees and compensation shall be fixed by them for any 
service performed by him. All surveys, profiles, plans, 
plats or estimates, made by him for the village, shall 
be the property of the village, and shall be filed and 
carefully preserved in the office of the clerk or other 
officer, as may be directed by them, and shall be open 
to the inspection of all persons interested. 

Section 18. The style of all ordinances passed by styie-quormn^ 
the president and trustees shall be, " the president and 
trustees of the village of Platteville do ordain as fol- 
lows." The president and three trustees, or four trus- 
tees, shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of 
any business, and in the absence of the president, the 
trustees present shall appoint one of their number presi- 
dent pro tern, who shall possess all the powers of the 
president, except as a police justice. 

Section 19. The president and trustees shall have ^^<»m«»- 
the exclusive authority within the corporate limits of 
the said village to grant, according to law or ordinance, 
or both, licenses for selling wine, beer or cider, or spirit- 
uous, intoxicating, alcoholic, vinous, fermented, malt or 
mixed liquors, liquids or drinks, regulate and license 
groceries, taverns, hotels, victualing houses and saloons, 
and all persons vending or dealing in any such liquors, 
drinks or liquids, and to revoke the same ; and no person 
shall sell, vend, deal in, or, for the purpose of evading 
the provisions of law, or of this act, or the ordinances 
of Said village, give away any such wine, beer, cider 
or intoxicating, spirituous, alcoholic, vinuous, fermentd, 
mixed or malt liquors, liquids or drinks, within such 
<:orporate limits, without having first obtained license 
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cHAi-xjcjt 63.^ thereof, as provided ty this act, the laws of this state, 
and the ordinances of the said village, and any person 
who shall in any manner violate any of the provisions 
of this section, or the ordinances of the laws herein re- 
ferred to, shall on conviction thereof, be punished as 
provided by the laws of this state and the ordinances 
of said village on this subject, and all such oflFenses 
shall be prosecuted as provided by such laws and ordi- 
nances.

To compel the owner or occupant of any gro- 
cery, cellar, tallow-chandler shop, soap factory, tannery, 
stable, barn, privy, sewer or other unwholesome nau- 
seous house or place, to cleanse, remove or abate the 
same from time to time, as often as it may be deemed 
necessary for the health, comfort and convenience of 
the inhabitants of said village. 

5th. To direct the location and management of 
slaughter houses and markets, and to prevent the erec- 
tion, use and occupation of the same, and to establish 
rates for and license venders of gunpowder, and regu- 
late the storage, keeping and conveying of the same, 
or other combustible materials. 

6th. To prevent the encumbering of the streets, 
sidewalks, lanes and alleys, with carriages, sleighs, 
boxes, lumber, firewood or any other materials or sub- 
stances whatever, and to prevent the digging or sink- 
ing of mineral or other shafts or holes in the streets, 
alleys or other public grounds of said village. 

7th. To prevent horse-racing, immoderate riding 
or driving in the streets, and to regulate the places of 
bathing in the water within the limits of said village. 

8th. To restrain the running at large of horses, 
cattle, mules, asses, swine, sheep, poultry and geese, 
and to authorize the distraining, impounding and sale of 
the same. 

To prevent the running at large of dogs, and 
to authorize the destruction of the same in a summary 
manner, when at large contrary to the ordinances. 

10th. To prevent any person from bringing, depos-

some or unsound beer, pork, fish, hides or skins of any 
kind, and in default of such person, to authorize the 
removal thereof by some competent officer, at the ex- 
pense of such person or persons. 

11th. To make and establish pounds, and appoint Po^n^i, Ac. 
pound masters and fence viewers, and prescribe their 
powers and duties ; also, to protect shade or ornamental 
trees on the public squares or in the streets of the cor- 
poration; also, to fence the public squares and grounds 
of said corporation, and to protect the same and 
monuments in said village. 

The establish and regulate boards of health, J^»r^o'*»«^*J»» 
provide hospitals for those infected with small pox or 
other contagious diseases, and order and regulate the 
removal of such persons from the village, when its 
health and safety so require, and to provide grounds 
for the burial of the dead. 

To call regular and special meetings of the ^p****^ "*«•""«• 
voters of the said village, and to prescribe the compen- 
sation of all officers of the corporation, except their own, 
and shall examine, audit and adjust the accounts of all 
persons and of all officers of the corporation.

companies ; to regulate their government and the time powder, Ac. 
and manner of their exercise ; to provide all necessary 
apparatus for the extinguishment of fires ; to require 
the owners of buildings to provide and keep suitable 
ladders and fire buckets, which are hereby declared to 
be appurtenances to the real estate, and exempt from 
seizure, distress or sale in any manner; and if the owner 
shall neglect or refuse to procure suitable ladders or 
fire buckets, after reasonable notice, the trustees may 
procure and deliver the same to him, and in default of 
payment therefor, may recover of such owner the value 
of such ladder or fire buckets, or both, with costs of 
suit ; to regulate the storage of gunpowder and other 
dangerous materials ; to direct the safe construction of 
places for the deposit of ashes ; to appoint one or more 
fire wardens to enter into, at reasonable times, and ex- 
amine all dwelling "houses, lots, yards, enclosures and 
buildings of every description, in order to discover 
whether any of them are in a dangerous condition, and

The People of the State of Wisconsin^ represented in Senate 
and Assembly^ do enact as follows : 

Section' 1. The act to incorporate the city of Min- 
eral Point, approved March 2d, 1857, and all acts 
amendatory thereof, are hereby amended so as to read 
as follows, to wit :

CITY AND WARD BOUNDARIES. 

Section 1. All that district of country in the coun- 
ty of Iowa, hereinafter described, fromand after the first 
Tuesday in April next, shall be and constitute a city 
by the nartw of Mineral Point, and the people now 
inhabiting and those who shall inhabit' said district, 
shall be a municipal corporation by the name of the 
city of Mineral Point, and shall have the general 
powers possessed by municipal corporations at common

in case of absence, sickness or other inability of said ««••• 
municipal judge, or in case of a vacancy in such office, 
until .the same shall be filled. The said municipal judge 
shall be entitled to receive for his services the same 
compensation in fees as is allowed by law to justices of^^^^^^^^ 
the peace for similar services and no other, but the city 
shall not be liable to said municipal judge for his said 
fees, except siich as shall accrue in prosecutions for the 
violation of t^ie city charter or ordinance of the city. 
Appeals ma^ be taken from the judgment of said mu- -^pp®*^- 
nicipal cour; in the same manner for the same cause, 
and in the jame cases in which appqals may be taken 
from the judgment of justices of the peace to the cir- 
cuit court; and shall, in tbe appellate court, be tried 
in the same manner and be subject to the same rules 
and practice.

He shall appoint the police force in such 
numbers as the common council shall direct, and, in 
case of a riot or disturbance of the peace,, shall appoint 
temporary police. He shall communicate in writing 
to the common council, once a year, such information 
as he may deem necessary, and at all times give such 
information as the common council may require. 

At the .first meeting of the common 
council each year, or as soon thereafter as may be, they 
shall proceed to elect by ballot one of their number 
president, and in the absence of the mayor, the said 
president shall preside over the meetings of the com- 
mon council, and during the absence of the mayor from 
the city, or his inability from any cause to discharge 
the duties of his office, the president shall execute all 
the powers and discharge all the duties of mayor.

papers and records of the city. He shall attend the 
meetings and keep a record of the proceedings of the 
common council. The records of .the common council 
kept by him shall be evidence in all legal proceedings, 
and copies of all papers filed in his office and tran- 
scripts from records, certified by him, under the corpor-

He shall keep a fall CHAWgR 78._ 
and accurate account of all ordef s drawn on the city 
treasury, in a book provided for that purpose, and shWl 
also keep an accurate account with the treasurer, and 
charge him with all tax listgf delivered to him for 
collection, ancl all sums of money paid into the treas- 
ury; When the clerk shall be absent from any meeting, 
the city council may appoint a clerk pro tern. The 
city clerk shall have poWer and authority to admin- 
ister oaths and affirmations. 

Section 6. On or before the last Monday in April Annual state- 
in each year, the city clerk shall make out a statement °**°'* 
showing the amount of money received into the treas- 
ury during the year ending upon that day, from what 
source such money was derived, and also the amount 
of orders drawn on the treasurer, and for wh&,t purpose 
the same was issued, and also showing the total amount 
of indebtedness of the city, which statement shall be 
published as soon thereafter as may be, in the news- 
paper in which the ordinances and by-laws of said city 
are published. 

Section 7. The treasurer shall receive all moneys Sl^ditieB?^^'"" 
belonging to the city, and keep an accurate and detailed 
account thereof, together with an account of all dis- 
busements, in such manner as the common council 
shall direct. He -shall report to the common council 
as often as required, and annually, at least ten days 
before the annual election, a full and de'^ailed account 
of all receipts and expenditures after the date of the 
last annual reports, and also of the state of the treasury, 
which statement shall be filed with the clerk.

ing in or vending spirituous or fermented liquors shall 
not be less than twenty-five dollars or more than fifty 
dollars a year, and that no license shall be granted for 
a less term than one year. 

2d. To restrain and prohibit all descriptions of 
gambling and fraudulent devices and practices, and all 
playing of cards, dice or other games of chance, for the 
purpose of gaming in said city, and to restrain any 
person from vending, giving or dealing in spirituous, 
fermented or vinous liquors, unless duly licensed by 
the common council.

To compel the owner or occupant of any gro- 
cery, cellar, tallow-chandler shop, soap factory, tan- 
nery, stable, barn, privy, sewer or other unwholesome, 
nauseous house or place, to cleanse, remove or abate 
the same, from time to time, as often it may be 
deemed necessary for the health, comfort and con- . 
venience of the inhabitants of said city. 

5th. To direct the location and management of 
slaughter houses and markets, and to establish rates 
for and license venders of gunpowder, and rugulate the 
storage, keeping and conveying of gunpowder, or 
other combustible materials. 

6th. To prevent the encumbering of the streets, 
sidewalks, lanes or alleys with railroad cars, locomo- • 
tive engine or engines, carriages, carts, wagons, sleighs, 
boxes, lumber, firewood or any other materials or sub- 
stances whatever. 

7th. To prevent horse racing, immoderate riding or 
driving iii the streets, and to regulate the places of 
bathing and swimming in the waters within the limits 
of said city.

FINANCES AND TAXATION.

Section 1. All funds in the treasury, except school, 
state and counrty funds, shall be under the control of 
[the] common council, and shall be drawn out upon the 
order of the mayor and clerk, duly authorized by a 
vote of the common council ; and all orders drawn up- 
on the treasury shall specify the purpose for which 
they were drawn, and shall be payable generally out of 
any funds in the treasury belonging to the city. City 
orders shall be receivable for all city taxes except 
school, poor and special taxes for bridge and school 
purposes, which shall be collected in money or in or- 
ders drawn upon such funds respectively; and all 
orders shall be payable to the persons in whose favor 
they may bf? drawn, or bearer. 

Section 2. The common council of said city shall 
annually levy upon the taxable property of such city to 
defray the current expenses of said city, as follows : 
For the support of the poor, a tax not exceeding one 
thousand dollars; for ward purposes, a tax not ex- 
ceeding one-fourth of one per cent, upon all the taxa- 
ble property of each ward, and for all other purposes 
a tax not exceeding six thousand dollars, except for 
schools^ 

Section 3. Whenever it shall be necessary to build 
new bridges, a special tax may be levied for such pur- 
poses, not exceeding five thousand dollars in any one 
year, and when so levied the same shall be carried out 
by the city clerk in a separate column in the ass^s- 
laent roll, particularly specifying the purpose for which 
Sttch tax is levied, and the said taxes, when so levied, 
6b(ail be collected at the same time a^ other city taxes 
ar^ collected. 

Section 4. The alderman of any ward shall certify 
idQ«»'^ >»»debt- ^Q ^j^g council any debts contracted by such ward for 
the current year, and thereupon the said council shall 
(if such debt be a proper claim against such ward) al- 
low such debt, and direct the mayor and clerk to issue 
to the proper person orders of the city to the amount

for the purpose of ascertaining and determining the 
amount of the damages to be t)aid to the owner or 
oVners of said property proposea to be taken, and also 
what lands or premises will be benefited by such tak- 
ing, and to assess and return within the time limited 
such damages and benefits to the common council. And 
after the jurors shall have made their reports as to the 
taking of any lands or premises under this act, and the 
same shall have been confirmed, the common council 
shall have power to appoint new jurors in the place of 
any who shall neglect or refuse to serve; and the jurors 
before entering upon the discharge of their duties in 
the premises, shall severally take an oath, before some 
competent officer, that they are freeholders of said city 
and are not interested in the premises to be taken, and 
[that] they will faithfully and impartially discharge the 
trust reposed in them. 

Section 8. If there should be any building standing 
in whole or in part upon the land to be taken, the ju- 
rors, before proceeding to make their assessment, shall 
first estimate and determine the whole value of such 
building to the owners, aside from the value of the land 
and the injury to him in having such building taken 
from him ; and secondly, the value of such building to 
him to remove. 

Section 9. At least ten days' personal notice of 
such determination shall be given to the owner or his 
agent, if known and a resident of the city, or left at 
his usual place of abode. If not known or a non-resi- 
dent, notice to all persons interested shall be given by 
publication in the official paper or papers of said city, 
three successive weeks. Such notice shall specify the 
building and the award of the jurors. It shall also 
require the parties interested to appear by a day to be 
therein named, or eive notice of their election to the 
common council, either to accept the award of the ju- 
rors, and allow such building to be taken with the land 
appropriated, or of their intentions to remove such 
building.

The common council of said city shall Bondft-unout 
not have power to issue any bonds or other evidences of J^ *"«*-"^"- 
debt payable at a day subsequent to the date of the is- 
sue thereof, except in cases specially authorized by law, 
nor shall the common counfcil issue in any one year 
orders upon the city treasury to an amount greater 
than the amount of taxes which may be levied under 
the provisions of this act; and in case a greater amount 
of orders shall be issued than is herein provided, the 
members of said common council shall be personally 
liable therefor, and the amount of such excess may be 
collected of them, or any one of them, by any person 
holding such orders, in any court of competent juris- 
diction : provided^ that no member of said council shall 
be held liable as aforesaid without proof of his assent to 
the issue of such excess of orders. 

Section 16. Whenever the taxes either upon per- whon warrant 
sonal or real property shall not be paid by the fifteenth SwahSI**^ 
day of January of any year, the treasurer may issue 
his warrant, directed to the city marshal, commanding 
him to collect such unpaid taxes, and for such purpose 
the city marshal shall have all the powers and be sub- 
ject to the same liabilities and be entitled to the same

city, and the ( aid warrant, when so issued, shall be 
returnable before the expiration of the time allowed 
by law to the said treasurer for the collection of said 
taxes. 

All the direction hereby given for the 
assessing of lands and the levying and collection of 
taxes and assessments, shall be deemed only directory, 
and no error or informality in the proceedings of any 
of the officers entrusted with the same, not affecting 
the substantial justice of tlie tax itself, shall vitiate 
or in any wise affect the validity of the tax or assess- 
ment. 

Redemption. SECTION 18. Any lot or tract of land heretofore sold 

by the , treasurer of the city or any portion thereof, 
may be redeemed within three years from the day of 
sale, and at any time before the deed is executed, by the 
owner or any person interested therein paying to the 
treasurer the amount for which the same was sold, to- 
gether with \the interest at the rate of twenty -five per 
cent, per annum, and the legal charges thereon.

gerous ; to prevent the deposit of ashes in unsafe 
places ; to require the inhabitants to provide as many 
fire buckets, and in such manner and time as they shall 
prescribe, and to regulate the use of them in time of 
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fire ; to regulate and prevent the carrying on of manu- Qg^MaR — ^ 
factories dangerous in causing or promoting fires ; to 
regulate and prevent the use of fire-works and fire- 
arms ; to compel the owners and occupants of build- 
ings to have scuttles in the roofs, and stairs or ladders 
leading to the same; to authorize the mayor, aldermen, 
fire wardens and other officers of the city to keep 
away from the vicinity of any fire all idle and suspect- 
ed persons, and to compel all bystanders to aid in the 
extinguishment of fires and in the preservation of 
property exposed to danger thereat, and, generally, to 
establish such regulations for the prevention and extin- 
guishment of fires, as the common council may deem 
expedient. 

Section 3. The common council shall have full^^^S^J^* 
power to purchase fire engines and other fire apparatus, 
and to authorize the formation of fire engine, and hook 
and ladder, and hose companies, and to provide for the 
due and proper support and regulation of the same, 
and to order such companies to be disbanded, and their 
meetings to be prohibited, and their apparatus to be 
delivered up. Each company shall not exceed seventy Firecompaoies. 
able bodied men, between the ages of eighteen and 
fifty years, and may elect their own officers, and form 
their own by-laws, not inconsistent with the laws of 
this state, or the ordinances or regulations of said city, 
and shall be formed only by voluntary enlistments. 
Every member of each company hereby authorized to ^"°^p*^®°- 
be formed, shall be exempt from highway work and 
poll tax, and from military dufy during the continu- 
ance of such membership ; and any person having 
served for the term ot seven years in either of said 
companies, shall be forever hereafter [thereafter] ex- 
empt from poll tax and from military duty, except in 
case of insurrection or invasion.

Sectiox 6. One-half of the net proceeds of all 
fines and penalties recovered for the breach of any 
ordinance, by-law or regulation made in pursuance of 
this chapter, shall be paid to the fire department. 

Section 7. Whenever any person shall refuse to 
obey any lawful order of any engineer, fire warden, 
mayor or alderman, at any fire, it shall be lawful for 
the ofiicer giving such order to arrest, or to direct oral- 
ly the marshal, constable, watchman or any citizen to 
arrest such person, and to confine him temporarily in 
any safe place until such fire shall be extinguished; 
and in the same manner such officers, or any of them, 
may arrest or direct the arrest and confinement of any 
person at such fire who shall be intoxicated or disor- 
derly ; and any person who shall refuse to obey any 
such lawful order, or who shall refuse to arrest or aid 
in arresting any person so refusing, shall be liable to 
such penalty as the common council may prescribe, not 
exceeding fifteen dollars. 

Sack company— SECTION 8. The commou council shall have power 
to organize a sack company, or continue in force any 
such company now organized, which shall [be known] as 
sack company No. 1, to consist of not more than twenty 
members. Such company shall constitute a part of 
the fire department, and at fires shall be subject to the 
control of the chief engineers. The members of said 
company, either collectively or individually, are hereby 
authorized and empowered to act as a special police in 
and for the city of Oshkosh, and are hereby vested with 
all the powers and authority which now is or may 
hereafter be vested in any police officer of said city, 
and shall be entitled to all the rights and immunities 
of members of the fire department. At fires, they 
shall take charge of all property which may be ex- 
posed or endangered, and shall, as far as it may be in 
their power, preserve the same from injury or destruc- 
tion. Said company may, from time to time, adopt 
such by-laws and regulations as they may deem neces-

CHAPTER TEN. 

SUPPORT OP POOR. 

Section 1. The laws of this state for the relief and ?^^' *"• 
support of the poor in towns, shall apply to said city, 
and the common council may annually levy a tax, not 
exceeding one thousand dollars, to comply with the 
provisions of such law ; such tax to be levied and col- 
lected in the same manner as annual city taxes. And 
the common council shall appoint one or more of their 
number to act as overseer of the poor of the city, who- 
shall perform all the duties of overseer of poor in 
towns. 

CHAPTER ELEVEN. 

MISCELLANEOUS PROVISIONS. 

Section 1. All work for the. city, or either of the (^^^""^^^ 
wards, including all printing and publishing, shall be * y *^° "^ - 
let by contract to the lowest bidder, and due notice 
shall be given of the time and place of letting such 
contract. 

Section 2. No moneys shall be appropriated for App«^opri*«onB. 
any purpose whatever, except such as are expressly 
authorized by this act. 

Sbotiow 8. No penalty or judgment recovered in femK*"^''"' 
favor of the city shall be remitted or disdiarged, except 
by a majority of the aldermen elect. 
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Section 4. All actions brought to recover any pen- 
alty or forfeiture under this act, or the ordinances, by- 
laws, or police or health regulations, made in pursu- 
ance thereof, shall be brought in the corpoi;ate name of 
the city. It shall be lawful to declare generally in 
debt for such penalty or forfeiture, stating the clause 
of this act or by-law, or ordinance, under which the 
penalty or forfeiture is claimed, and to give the special 
matter in evidence under it. 

Section 5. In all the prosecutions for any violation 
of any of the provisions of this act, or any by-law or 
ordinance, the first process shall be a summons, unless 
oath be made for a warrant, as in other cases. 

Section 6. When the action is commenced by sum- 
mons, the complaint therein may be substantially in 
the following form :

in consequence of the alteration of such grade : pro- 
videdy that nothing in this section contained shall be^ 
construed so as to prevent the street commissioners of 
the several wards of the said city from ordering or caus- 
ing to he done the grading of any street within their 
ward, to a temporary grade to be established by such 
street commissioners. 

Section 23. The said city may lease, purchase and 
hold real or pei'sonal estate suflScient for the conven- 
ience of the inhabitants thereof, and may sell and con- 
vey the same, and the same shall be free from taxation. 

Skction 24. Real estate exempted from taxation 
by the laws of the state, shall be subject to special tax- 
es, as other real estate under this act.

AN ACT to consolidate and amend the act to incorporate the citj 

of Berlin, and the several amendatory thereof. j 

The People of (he State of Wisconsin , represented in ISenaft j 
and Assembly^ do enact as folloics : 

CHAPTER ONE. I 

Section 1. All that district of country included in 
sections three, four, nine and ten, and the east half of 
sections five and eight, in township seventeen, north of 
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CHAPTER 97. 



range thirteen east, and all that part of sections thirty- 
three and. thirty-four, in township eighteen, north of 
range thirteen east, lying south and east of Fox river, 
shall be known and designated as the city of Berlin, ^'^^®" 
and the people now inhabiting, and those who shall 
hereafter inhabit, within the district of country herein 
described, shall be a municipal corporation by the name 
of the city of Berlin, and shall have the general pow- 
ers possessed by municipal corporations at common J^o^rpo»ate pow- 
law, and in addition thereto, shall possess the powex's 
hereinafter specially granted ; and the authorities there- 
of shall have perpetual succession, shall be capable of 
contracting and being contracting [contracted] with, 
using and being sued, pleading and being impleaded, in 
all courts of law and equity, and shall have a common 
seal, and may change and alter the same at pleasure.

and the government of said city, and the exei'cise of 
its corporate powers and management of its fiscal, 
prudential-and municipal concerns, shall be vested in 
a mayor and six aldermen, to be elected from the city, 
who shall constitute the city council, and also in such 
other officers as hereinafter provided for. 

Section 3. On the first Tuesday in April, A. D. ^i^'eUvl'IfflS^Ts. 
1861, there shall be elected in said city one mayor, one and their terms 
City treasurer, six aldermen, one assessor, one justice 
of the peace, and two constables. The mayor, city 
treasurer, assessor and justice of the peace, shall each 
hold their respective offices two years, and until their 
successors are elected and qualified. Three of the 
alderman [aldermen] thus elected shall hold their offices 
two years, and three one year, their respective terms of 
office to be determined by lot at the firs^meeting of the 
citycouncil after their election.

He shall possess all the powers of 
constables of towns, and be subject to the same liabili- 
ties. It shall be his duty to execute and return all 
writs and processes to him directed, and when neces- 
sary, in criminal cases, or for the violation of any or- 
dinance of said city, or law of this state, may pursue 
and serve the same in any part of the state of Wiscon- 
sin.

Section 1. The mayor and aldermen shall consti- ^^.*°°^^'*^"** 
tute the citv council, and the style of all ordinances 
shall be, *• The mayor and city council of the city of 
Berlin do ordain," &c. Stated meetings of the council 
shall be held in accordance with the by-laws or ordi- 
nances of said city, but the council may by resolution 
hold meetings at any other time. The mayor may call 
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special meetings by notice to each of the members, to 
be served personally, or left at their usual place of resi- 
dence. Any ordinance passed at any special meeting 
so held shall have the same authority as though it were 
passed at a stated meeting. A majority of the alder- 
men shall constitute a quorum. 

Section 2. The city council shall determine the 
rules of its proceedings, and be the judge of the elec- 
tion and qualification of its own members, and have 
power to compel the attendance of absent members. 

Section 3. The city council shall have the manage- 
ment and control of the finances, and of all the proper- 
ty of the city, and it shall likewise, in addition to the 
powers herein vested it them, have full power and au- 
thority to make, enact, ordain, establish, publish, en- 
force, alter, modify and amend and repeal all such ordi- 
nances, rules and by-laws for the government and good 
order of the city, for the suppression of vice, and for the 
prevention of crime, and for the benefit of the trade, com- 
merce and health thereof, as they shall deem expedieht. 
declaring and imposing penalties, and to enforce the 
same against any person or persons who may violafce 
any of the provisions of such ordinances, rules and by- 
laws ; and such ordinances, rules and by-laws are here- 
by declared to be, and have the force of law : provided, 
that they be not repugnant to the constitution and laws 
of the United States or this state ; and for such pur- 
poses shall have authority by ordinances, resolutionB 
and by-laws : 

1st. To license and regulate the exhibition of 
common showmen, and shows of any kind, or the ex- 
hibition of caravans, circusses or theatrical perform- 
ances ; and to provide for the abatement and removal 
of all nuisances under the ordinances or common law. 

2d, To restrain and prohibit all descriptions of 
gaming devices and practices, and alUplaying of cards, 
dice or other games, and all horse racing in said city, 
and to restrain any person from vending, giving away 
to evade the law, or dealing in spirituous, fermented 
or vinous liquors, contrary to law. It shall be the 
duty of the mayor to prosecute for any and all penal- 
ties incurred for any violation of any of the provisions 
of this charter, or any by-law enacted by virtue of this 
charter, or for any violation of any law of this state with- 
in the limits of the said city of Berlin, (Berlin,) 
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3d. To prevent any riots, noise, disturbance or ^jhaptkr 9t. 
disorderly assemblages, suppress and restrain disorder- Biots, Ac. 
ly houses or groceries, and houses of ill-fame, and to 
authorize the destruction of all instruments used for 
the purpose of gaming. 

To compel the owner or occupant of any gro- pJlJ"* uneiean 
eery, cellar, tallow-chandler s shop, soap factory, tan- 
nery, stable, barn, privy, sewer or any unwholesome 
nauseous house or place, to cleanse, remove or abate 
the same from time to time, as often as it may be 
deemed necessary for the health, comfort and conve- 
nience of the inhabitants of said city.

All funds in the treasury, except school 
and county funds, shall be under the control of the 
city council, and shall be drjtwn out upon the order of 
the mayor and clerk, duly authorized by a vote of the 
city council; and all orders drawn upon the treasury 
shall specify the purpose for whieh they are drawn, and 
shall be payable out of such funds as may be ordered

such orders shall be l-eceived in payment of any tax 
raised for the fund upon which they miy be drawn. 
All orders shall be payable to the person in whose fa- 
vor they may be drawn, and shall be transferred by 
delivery. 

Section 2. For the discharge of any debts against citjtax. 
said city, or expenditures authorized by the city coun- 
cil under the provisions of this act, or ordinance of said 
city, or to defray the current expenses of said city, the 
city council shall have power to levy and collect, an- 
nually, a tax on all such real and personal property, 
or capital of any kind, within said city, subject to tax- 
ation by the laws for levying taxes for this state, for 
tie time being, but such tax shall not exceed ten mills 
on the dollar per annum of the assessed value of such 
property. 

Section i. Special taxes for the purchasing [of] fire special tax.

and the erection of engine houses, and the purchase of 
lots for the same, or for the purchase of lots in a cem- 
etery and improving the same, for erecting any public 
buildings for the use of said city, or any other neces- 
sary purpose, and for improving any public grounds in 
said city, may be voted by the council at any regular 
or special meeting ; but no such special tax shall be 
levied and collected until it shall be confirmed by a Jy Tot?of'SS. 
majority of the electors of said city who shall vote <>". 
upon the question of raising said tax, at a special elec- 
tion to be held for that purpose. Such elections shall 
be conducted and the returns made in the same man- 
ner as other city elections. The votes at such election 
shall be by ballot, and the city council shall publish in 
some newspaper printed in said city, for at least three 
weeks liefore such election, a notice of the time and 
place of holding such election, which notice shall spe- 
cify the object for which such special tax has been voted 
by said council, and shall prescribe the form of the 
ballots to be voted at such election. Such special taxes 
shall be collected at the same time and in the same 
mannei^ as other city taxes af e collected : provided^ that Proviio, 
said council shall incur no indebtedness in the name 
of said city, either for general purposes or the special 
purpose above pi-ovided for, except when the provisions 
16— LL 
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of this charter authorize them to levy a tax for the 
payment of such indebtedness ; and if they shall incur 
any such indebtedness, the said city shall not be 
charged therewith, or b^ liable for the payment of the 
same, but such indebtedness shall constitute a just and 
proper claim in law againtt the officers creating the 
same, to be enforced in an ordinary action at law in 
any court of competent jurisdiction. 

Section 4. Real estate exempted from taxation by 
the laws of this state, shall be subject to local taxes for 
[the] building and improving of sidewalks. 

Section 5. The bridges within the limits of said 
city shall be under the charge and control of the city 
council, and the charges and expenses necessarily in- 
curred in opening, taking care of, repairing or recon- 
structing said bridges, or any of them, or any part 
thereof, shall be chargeable to and payable out of the 
general city fund. 



CHAPTER FIFTH, [FIVE.] 



OPENING OF STBEETS, AC. 



Power ef council 
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Section 1. The city council shall have power and 
authority to lay out new highways, streets, alleys and 
public walks, and vacate and alter the same ; to regu- 
late, grade, pave and improve streets, avenues, lanes 
and alleys, and to extend, open and widen the same: 
providing, said council shall in no case lay out any high- 
way, street or alley, or alter or vacate the same, ex- 
cept upon petition in writing signed by ten or more 
freeholders of said city.

actual or constructive, to the parties interested in the 
premises proposed to be taken, of tfie tiijae, place and 
manner of appointing or drawing a jury to assess the 
damages, and of the time when the damages or benefits 
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will be assessed, or that shall attempt to take away ^^"^****^' 
from the parties interested their right of assessment bj 
jury, of appeal to the circuit court, or to compensation, 
before such property shall be taken. 

Section 8. Any person being dissatisfied with the ^pp«^- 
amount of compensation for property taken, or the 
amount assessed as benefits, shall have the right to ap- 
peal to the circuit court within twenty days from the 
time of the awarding of compensation or assessment of 
benefits, by giring a bond to the city in not loss than 
one hundred dollars, to be approved by the mayor, act- 
ing mayor, or city clerk, to pay all costs of appeal. In 
case the appellant shall not upon such appeal increase 
the amount of compensation, or decrease the amount 
assessed as benefits, as the case may be, the city coun- 
cil may appeal in behalf of tiie city, by giving notice to 
the opposite party without giving bond. 

CHAPTER SIXTH, [SIX.]

The city couucil shall have power to 
purchase fire engmes and other fire apparatus, and to 
authorize the formation of fire engine, hook and ladder 
and. hose companies, and to provide for the due and 
proper support and regulation of the same, and to 
order such companies to be disbanded, and their meet- 
ings to be prohibited, and their apparatus to be deliv- 
ered up. Each company shall not exceed seventy able 
bodied men, between the ages of eighteen and fifty 
years, and may elect their own officers and form their 
qwn by-laws, not inconsistent with the laws of this 
state or the ordinances or regulations of said city, 
and shall be formed only by voluntary enlistment.

AN ACT to amend and consolidate an act entitled ''an at to iocor- 
porate the city of Bacine, in the county of Racine/' approred 
August 8th, 1848, and the several acts amendatory thereof. 

The People of tJie State of Wisconsht, represented in SejiaU 
and Assembly^ do enact as folloios : 

Section 1. The limits and boundaries of saidciijy 
of Racine shall remain as they are now established by 
law. 

Section 2. The number and boundaries of the sev- 
eral wards in said city shall remain as now established, 
until altered by the city council. 

Section 8. The inhabitants within the aforesaid 
limits shall be and remain a body corporate and politic 
by the name and style of the " the city of Racine;" 
and by that name shall be capable of contracting and 
being contracted with, of suing and being. sued, plead- 
ing and being impleaded, answering and being answer- 
ed unto, in all courts and places and in all matters 
whatsoever, with power of purchasing, receiving, hold- 
ing, occupying and conveying real and personal estate; 
and shall have a common seal, and may change the 
same at pleasure ; and shall be competent to have and 
exercise all the rights and privileges, and be subject to 
all the duties and obligations appertaining to a munici- 
pal corporation. 

Section 4. The govemmf^nt of said city, and tie 
' exercise of its corporate powers,* and the management 
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of its fiscal, prudential and municipal concerns, shall chaptebm. 
be vested in one mayor and city <jouncil, to consist of' 
two aldermen from each ward of said city, and actually 
residing in the ward for which they are elected; and 
not less than two-thirds of the aldermen of said city 
shall constitute a quorum to do business, and shall be 
denominated the city council ; and in such other offi- 
cers as are hereinafter provided for. 

Section 5. The elective officers of said city shall Elective officer*. 
consist of one mavor, one city clerk, who shall also be 
ex officio comptroller, one treasurer, one marshal, three 
assessors, two justices of the peace, one of whom shall 
be lected in each year ; also, in each ward two alder- 
men, two school commissioners and one supervisor, 
who shall be a member of the board of supervisors of 
Racine county, to be chosen by the qualified electors 
of each such ward, but the representation of said city 
in the county board of supervisors shall not exceed 
five members. The mayor, clerk, treasurer, marshal 
and supervisors shall hold their offices for one year, '^®^™" ©f office, 
and until their successors are elected and qualified ; 
the justices of the peace, aldermen and school com- 
missioners shall hold their offices for two years, and the 
assessor for three years, except as hereinafter provided. 
The annual election for elective officers under this act, 
shall be held on the first Tuesday in April in each 
year, in the several wards of said city. At the ^Icc- fJJ^^g^'^^j^*^}®" 
tion to be held under this act, on the first Tuesday in what offlctn' 
April, 1861, there shall be elected one mayor, one *^^'*'**^' 
clerk, one treasurer, one marshal, one justice of the 
peace and three assessors ; also, in each ward, one su- 
pervisor, who shall be a member of the board of super- 
visors of Racine county, two aldermen ^nd two school 
con^missioners, whose several terms ol office shall 'com- 
mence immediately after they are elected and qualified, 
and thereupoti. the terms of office of all present incum- Terms of ooee— 
bents pf said- bffices, (except that of the justice of the Senw. ^°'' 
peace eleeted,, at the.la^t annual city eleptioh,) shall 
cease,, and no. proolamatiojti or notice of such elejction 
shall Be ^required. The asses^pr§, aldermen and scl^ool oi « iflcation.

And thereafter there shall be elected at each 
annual city election,* in addition to the above mentioned 
officers whose term of office is one year, but one justice 
of the peace and one assessor, and in each ward one 
school commissioner and one alderman. 

Section 6. At least ten days before any election for 
city or ward officers; except the annual election for 
1861, the mayor shall publish his proclamation in two 
or more papers of the city, to the qualified electors of 
said city, setting forth the time of such election, the 
place or places where *the same is to be held in the sev- 
eral wards, and the officers to be chosen. The city 
council shall provide th6 places for holding all elections 
for city or ward officers in said city, and said cotincil 
shall direct the time and manner of canvassing the 
votes given at any election for city and ward officers; 
and said city council shall cause an abstract of such 
votes to be made and recorded in the office of the city 
clerk, and may make any other arrangements con- 
cerning such elections, not inconsistent with the pro- 
visions of law. All such elections shall be conducted, 
and the votes given thereat shall be canvassed and re- 
turned to the city clerk of said city in the same man- 
ner that general elections are conducted, and the votes 
canvassed and returned pursuant to chapter 7 of the 
revised statutes, entitled "of general and special elec- 
tions, of the manner of conducting the same, and of 
the canvaps." No person shall be entitled to vote at 
any such election, unless he is at the time a resident of 
the ward in which he ofiFers his vote, and unless he has 
all the qualifications of a voter required by said 'chap- 
ter 7 of the revised statutes ; and the penalties pre- 
scribed in said chapter for [a] violation of fthe] provisions 
thereof, shall apply to all elections held pursuant to 
this act. The person or persons having the highest 
number of votes for any office, shall be declared to be 
duly elected thereto, and in case two or moi'e persons 
shall have an equal and the highest number of votes 
for the same office, the city council shall determine by 
lot which of said persons .shall be entitled ^6. saSd

Deidama Collins should educate and support the said 
Thomas Benjamin Collins from the said lands ; 

And whereas^ the said Deidama Collins, not being 
able to educate and support herself and the said 
Thomas Benjamin Collins in a proper manner out 
of the rents, issues and profits of said lands, did, as 
the guardian of said Thomas Benjamin Collins, duly 
appoint, apply to the county court of Rock county and 
^ obtain from said court an order of license bearing date 

the 8th day of September, A. D. 1856, to sell the in- 
terest of the said infant Thomas Benjamin Collins in 
said lands, and did under and in virtue of said license 
sell at public auction the interest of said infant in said 
lands to one Delos H. Palmer, which sale was confirmed 
by said court, and the interest of said infant conveyed 
by said guardian to said Palmer, and said guardian did 
at the same time convey to said Palmer all of her in- 
terest in said lands, and did receive a portion of the 
purchase money therefor and a fnortgage to secure the 
payment of the balance ; 

And whereas, doubts and litigation in consequence 
thereof have arisen in regard to the title of said Palm- 
er to said lands under the sale and conveyance afore- 
said, and all of the parties interested being desirous 
that said sale and conveyance shall be held valid and 
binding upon all persons : Now, therefore, 

The People of the State of Wisconsin represented in Senate 
and Assembly^ do enact as follows : 

Acts of court do- Section 1. That all of the proceedings of the 
county court of Rock county, in granting said order of 
license to said Deidama Collins, a-s guardian as afore- 
^said, and all the acts and doings of the Said Deidama 
Collins, in selling and conveying' said lands to said De-

damages and benefits to the owners of property on the 
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line of the street or streets mentioned in sucli petition, 
and also make and sign an order or resolution, that the 
work asked for shall be done by the said owners within 
a reasonable time, limiting the time, and cause such 
order to be published six times successively in the 
official papers of the city. The commissioners shall 
thereupon make report of their doings to the common 
council, and if no appeal is taken from such assessment 
or order, and the parties interested shall fail to make 
the whole or any part of such improvements within the 
time limited, then the city comptroller shall advertise 
for bids and the contract be let for the unfinished por- 
tions of such work, as provided by law. 

Section 3. This act shall take effect and be in force 
from and after its passage.

AN ACT to authorize the people of the town of Stevens Point to 
hold a town meeting. 

The People of the Sta, e of Wisco7i8tn, represented in Senate 
and Assembly^ do enact as follows : 

Section 1. The legal voters of the rown of Stevens 
Point, in the county of Portage, are hereby authorized 
and empowered to hold a to^n meeting at the house of 
S. R. Hopkins, in said town, on the 27th day of May, 
A. D. 1861, for the purpose of electing such officers 
as are by law to be elected at town meetings, and: for 
the transaction of such other business as may be trans- 
acted at the same. 

Section 2. The proceedings at such town meeting 
shall, in all respects, be conducted in accordance with 
sections 13,14 and 15 of chapter 15 of the revised 
statutes, entitled " of towns and town officers ; powers 
and duties of towns." 

Section 3. The terms for which said town officers 
are elected, shall expire the same as if said officers were 
elected on the 2d day of April, A. D. 1861. 

Section 4. This act shall take effect and be in force 
from and after its passage and publication.

AN ACT to create the municipal court of the city and town of 

Ripon. 

The People of the State of Wisconsi7tj represented in Senate 
and Assembly, do enact as follows: 

^Municipal court SECTION 1. There shall be established in the city and

all business that may lawfully come before it ; and for 

that purpose, the city and town of Ripon is hereby con-

the-city of Ripon; and there is hereby conferred upon 
the said municipal court, jurisdiction in all civil actions, 
both as to matters of law and equity, equal to and com- 
mensurate with the circuit court for the county of Fond 
du Lac, within the city and town of Ripon.
